Cook County Gardners 
Learn New Wrinkles at 
Truck Growers School 


f f 


The seventh annual Truck Grow­ 
ers’ School conducted 
under 
the 
auspices of the College of Agricul­ 
ture of the University of Illinois 
was held in E ast Maine and Blue 
Island last week. Altho the crowd 
was sm aller than last year’s record 
breaking attendance, the gardeners 
attending showed keen interest in 
the subjects and the speakers chos­ 
en to present same. 
_ 
Dr. J. W. Lloyd, Chief in Oleri­ 
culture a t the University of Illinois 
presided as the school opened Wed­ 
nesday morning, February 24. 
In 
a fewr well chosen words he wel­ 
comed the growers and proceeded 
to briefly outline the program of 
the school, calling upin the first 
speaker, Mr. E. P. Lewis, Superin­ 
tendent of the Experim ent Station 
at DesPlaines, the 
Cook 
County 
branch of the Illinois State H orti­ 
cultural departm ent. 
Mr. Lewis detailed results 
of 
fertilizer experim ents w ith various 
vegetables as conducted at the ex­ 
perim ent station the 
past 
y e a r., 
Experim ents have shown th at co m -1 
m ercial fertilizers are capable of ; 
replacing stable m anure to a large ' 
extent. 
However when the supply 
ot m anure is reduced cover crops i 
are im portant to supply 
organic 
m atter and help build up the phy­ 
sical condition of the soil, for con­ 
tinued use of commercial fertiliz­ 
ers alone and w ithout the 
cover | 
crop results in poor condition of 
the soil and low yields of crops. 
Dr. Lloyd then introduced Mr. R .' 
B. Howe, president of the W. W. 
B am hard Seed Co. of Chicago, who 
gave an interesting talk on various 
phases of the seed inductry. 
He 
explained where seed was grown, 
the advantages and disadvantages 
of foreign grown and home grown 
seed and the different methods of 
testing for germ ination. 
He en­ 
deavored to answ er certain ques­ 
tions the grow er should ask 
his 
seed man and then retaliated w ith 
brief rem arks en w hat the seedmen 
expect from the growers. 
In con­ 
clusion he briefly touched on the 
financial side of the business. 
S tarting the afternoon program , 
Mr. M artin M eeter, of 
M eeters, 
Inc., Lansing, Illinois spoke on the 
development of a Yellows Resist­ 
a n t S train of Cabbage. 
Altho yel­ 
lows is not veVy prevalent in the 
cabbage grown around here, 
the 
subject was very interesting 
and 
the grow ers followed Mr. M eeter 
closely as he gave a history of the 
disease and explained 
how' 
they 
had worked to develop 
a 
strain 
th a t would be disease resistant. As 
a result, the W isconsin No. S for 
k rau t packers and the Copenhagen 
for m arket are the two varieties 
thus fa r developed to be disease 
resistant. 
' 
Mr. E. P. Lewis was again given 
the floor, this tim e speaking on 
the “Culture of Snap Beans”. He 
explained first the types of soil 
on which beans thrive and the fer­ 
tilizer treatm ents th at would give 
highest yield. 
He m entioned the 
leaf hopper as the most serious 
m enace to the bean crop and told 
of his experim ents in spraying with 
Bordeaux or dusting with mono­ 
hydrated copper sulphate to com­ 
bat these insects and also to con­ 
trol the foliage diseases 
common 
in wet w eather. 
He also suggest­ 
ed several varieties of beans which 
he would recommend for grow ers 
to plant. 
Following Mr. Lewis’ interesting 
talk, Mr. Louis W etterm an, grow ­ 
e r of the DesPlaines area addres­ 
sed the school on the subject of 
“Tom ato Production for Local M ar­ 
k et”. 
He contended th a t the foun­ 
dation for a good crop is afforded 
by suitable soil, good seed and well 
grown plants. 
He explained the 
type of soil adapted 
to 
tom ato 
raising, the varieties suitable 
to 
th is clim ate and then went into de­ 
tail on the subjects of growing the 
plants, 
fertilizers 
recommended, 
transplanting 
and 
cultivating, 
treatin g for insects and 
diseases, 
and finally harvesting, grading and 
m arketing the fruit. 
“The Motor Truck in Relation to 
Vegetable Production and the Chi­ 
cago A rea” was the topic assign­ 
ed to Mr. August Geweke, presi­ 
dent of the Cook County Truck 
G ardeners Association. 
He gave 
a brief resume of the conditions 
leading up to and largely respons­ 
ible for the drastic changes in m ar­ 
keting conditions and the garden­ 
ing industry as 
a 
whole. 
Mr. 
Geweke cited figures from author­ 
itative sources to strengthen his 
statem ents and declared th at altho 
the outlook in the imm ediate future 
was not very favorable there was 
every reason to believe th at before 


very long the 
bottom 
would 
be 
reached and then with a gradual 
raise the industry would again be 
placed on a paying basis. 
B right and early Thursday m orn­ 
ing the gardeners again assembled 
at the school hall and enjoyed a 
talk by Mr. L. H. Shropshire, State 
Entom ologist working a t the E x­ 
perim ent station, on the subject of 
“Control of Some Common Truck 
Crop Insects”. 
Choosing the cu­ 
cumber bettle, squash bug, onion 
thrip and the cabbage worm 
as 
four of the m ost common pests in 
the Chicago area, Mr. Shropshire 
stated th at due to clim atic condi­ 
tions a large am ount of those pests 
could be expected this coming sea­ 
son. 
He explained 
the 
various 
poisons and insecticides they had 
found to be m ost effective in com­ 
bating these insects with instruc­ 
tions of how to mix and use same. 
Spraying was the m ain topic of 
the m orning session. A round table 
discussion on same w as next led 
by Mr. b ran k Schuler, a 
grow er 
near Mount Prospect, who related 
his experiences with spraying the 
past season. Mr. Schuler appeared 
to be quite satisfied with the suc­ 
cess he obtained 
in 
his 
fight 
against the cabbage worm and on­ 
ion thrip. 
Various other growers 
cited their experiences and the dis­ 
cussion proved to be very interest­ 
ing and brought out the relative 
m erits of the different 
methods 
and m aterials used. 
A dem onstration in the m aking 
of Bordeaux M ixture w as then giv- 
j en by Mr. Lee A. Somers of the 
I U niversity of Illinois Departm ent 
of H orticulture. Mr. Somers spoke 
in general on the preparation of 
fungicides 
and 
insecticides 
and 
showed the latest modern way of 
i m aking bordeaux m ixture, which 
is quite an improvement over the 
old way. 
Mr. Joseph Zikmund, Arlington 
H eights, delivered an interesting 
talk on the advantages of having 
a I ;cal supply of spray m aterials. 
A grow er needing certain insecti­ 
cides to 
treat 
disease 
infected 
, plants, m ust have a dependable 
i place where he may procure same 
on short order, for 
a 
delay of 
, sometimes even several days may 
J prove very det ri m< ntal. 
Mr. Zik­ 
mund m aintained that 
a supply 
I house should at all tim es keep a 
full supply of m aterials on hand 
claimed it was more advisable for 
grow ers to prefer the old stand-bys 
recommended and tested 
by the 
U niversity, to the unknown patent­ 
ed remedies. 
The Thursday afternoon session 
was opened with Mr. Lee A. Som­ 
ers explaining tho "Present status 
of the electric hotbed.” This sub­ 
ject is still rather new and there 
is room for much experiment along 
I this line, altnough advantages of 
the electric 
hotbed 
are evident. 
They have learned 
the 
required 
depth of the wires and 
how far 
ap art to place same for they know’ 
! certain types of soil 
heat 
more 
readily than others. 
The “Closed Package Law,” a 
bug bear to many growers, was 
explained by Mr. Thomas E. Hus­ 
band of the State Departm ent of 
A griculture, Springfield. 
He read 
the law’s of various states, explain­ 
ing in detail the Illinois law and 
also ju st v.’hat constituted a closed 
package. 
Under 
the 
law every 
grow er m ust specify the 
grade, 
variety, his name and address on 
I each package.

are the ones who benefit most by 
this closed package law’.

ITH empty treasuries confronting our local taxing 
bodies and borrowing credits either exhausted or 
inoperative, our public institutions are near a fin­ 
ancial collapse. They have only been kept in operation thru 
the most stringent economies and the willingness of creditors to 
wait for their money. 


The indebtedness of the local taxing bodies has been 
increasing until today it represents a load that is too heavy to 
bear any longer. Interest upon tax warrants and unpaid bills 
is increasing. 
Your taxing bodies are face to face with a con­ 
dition never before existing. We are approaching bankruptcy. 
In private business we would have been “closed out” by our 
creditors long ago. 


While the county and state have been bickering about 
taxes, the legislature bringing no relief, definite help thru the 
courts having availed us nothing, we have been doing our utmost 
to keep the machinery of local government in operation. 


Our schools have been kept open when there was no 
money to pay the teachers. Our village and township govern­ 
ments have in some manner managed to keep on going in spite 
of the increasing number of unpaid bills. 


Many of our citizens and business men have been em­ 
barrassed because of our inability to pay bills that we owe and this 
has been a contributing cause to the local depression. 


The tax bills are now being mailed. Relief is in sight. 
Financial confidence in our local taxing bodies can again be re­ 
stored if property owners show a willingness to pay their taxes. 


The holders of tax warrants, the banks and outside in­ 
vestors are awaiting the verdict. Are you going to pay? If your 
answer is “no” the market for future tax warrants is gone, our 
public bonds will go into default. A public mortgage will be 
placed upon your home and our home, that will jeopardize the 
titles of all property. Your local taxing bodies will lose their 
credit; you will lose yours. It will mean the utter collapse and 
ultimate bankruptcy of local governments and a piling up of 
judgments against all property within our village and school dis­ 
tricts. 
We have obtained loans and sold warrants in anticipa­ 
tion of the payment of the 1930 taxes by you. lf you refuse to 
pay the responsibility is yours, not ours. We have done our best 


In justice to yourself, for your own protection and for 
the stability of local government, we ask that you pay your taxes 
promptly to your local tax collector, enabling him to turn it 
over quickly to the several bodies to which it belongs. 


Mr. Tax Payer, as your public servants, it is our duty 
to state the facts plainly to you. You now know what they are. 
The responsibility now rests with you. 


We await your verdict.
